The C(,unties or Berkeley and Jefferson w eie not 
included in the then bouadarlesol tue latter State, 
hu t Virginia aiierw ard, by law, authorized the 
people of those two counties, a t elections to be 
held In the m anner prescribed, to determ ine 
w hether they would rem ain in th at State or be 
annexed 
to West Virginia.

A itcrw ard 
the State of Virginia filed a bill in the Supreme 
Court of the United States against West Virginia 
to recover possession of the counties, and In sup­ 
po rt of the claim alleged th at the elections were 
never properly held, but were fraudulently con­ 
ducted, and th at the Governor’s decision was 
because of hia having been aecelved as to the fact. 
The. co u rt on hearing dlsmUsed the bill, holding 
th at the decision of the Governor was conclusive 
upon the point in controversy, no m atter how 
Illegal the election may have been. The language 
of tLo Court is:—“ We are of opinion th at the 
action of the Governor Is 
conclusive of 
the 
vote.” 
And yet. If 
Mr. O’Conor’s 
doctrine 
is 
correct, 
how 
could 
Virginia 
have 
been held bound by the action of its Governor, oo- 
tained by m eans ol fraud and contrary to the clear 
in ten t oi tbe statu te under whicb he acted? If the 
P resident has a right to reverse or recall a decis­ 
ion 01 his on the m atter in question, why should 
not Virginia have beeu authorized to retain withtu 
her lim its the two counties referred to ii she could 
make it appear th at they were dissevered irom 
her w ithout her authority and by means ot trick 
or contrivance? Upon the whole, then, I conclude 
th at Mr. O'Conor’s view has no support, either in 
principle or on authority.

Once 
legally in office his term could not bo short­ 
ened by the decision of any court, nor by 
Congress itself. 
The only question would be 
whether the first decision of the Court, from 
which Congress had provided no appeal, per­ 
fected his legal title to the office. If so, every 
department of the federal government would 
thereafter be bound to recognize him as the 
rightful Governor until the expiration of his 
term. 
Now, Congress having invested the 
President with the same authority with which 
it might have clolhed a court, it is a fair 
question for jurists whether his decision be 
not as permanently bindiug as that of a ju­ 
dicial tribunal. 
We have merely indicated 
some of the points which we would like to 
see more fully discussed as a means of en­ 
lightening the public judgment.

is one of the most complex that ever engaged 
the attention of profound lawyers, and when 
men of the ripe experience and pre-eminent 
professional standing of Mr. Johnson aud 
Mr. O'Conor maintain opposite views the 
question cannot be thought free from dif­ 
ficulties.
